The Flying Enterprise' Facing New Danger 


Tow Snaps in 
Heavy Swells; 
Ship Sinking 


Capt. Carlsen May 
Lose 13-Day Battle 
To Salvage Vessel 


LONDON—(AP) —Moun- 


tainous waves threatened to 
write the end of the Flying 
Enterprise saga today, and 
almost swept Capt. Kurt Carl- 
sen into the sea he has defied 
for 13 days. 


The American 
freighter, 


broken loose from its tug, was 
being smashed mercilessly 30 
miles off the English coast as 
Carlsen and his lone compan- 
ion, Kenneth Dancy tried to 
make fast a new line. The 
Enterprise was sinking a lit- 
tle every hour and at times 
the wallowing hulk, almost on 
its side, seemed in imminent 
danger of 
turning 
upside 


down. 


The towline with the tug Tur- 


moil broke at 1:30 a. m. For the 
next 13 hours, whenever the waves 
would permit, Carlsen and Dancy 
made ready to get another rig 
aboard. Then, shortly before 3 p. 
m., they barely saved themselves 
from going overboard. 


The U. S. destroyer Willard 


Keith, standing by, reported: 


"Carlsen and Dancy narrowly 


escaped being swept into sea while 
at bow of Enterprise attempting 
to re-rig. 


Given 50-50 Chance 


"Unable to pass tow this weath- 


er which believe typical of this 
area, therefore outlook not favor- 
able for immediate future." 


Veteran tugmen at the scene 


gave the Enterprise only a 50-50 
chance of reaching dock as dusk 
descended. 


The swells crashing against the 


crippled freighter forced a halt in 
all attempts to get a new line 
aboard. Carlsen and Dancy, cling- 
ing like monkeys to the almost 
vertical deck, had hacksawed away 
the remnants ot tnc towline tnat 
broke early today.

northeast at slightly more than, 
half a mile an hour. Its early list 
of 60 degrees had increased to 70 
degrees, indicating that its main 
cargo of pig jron had shifted more 
early today. 
The freighter was 


riding visibly lower in the water 
than yesterday, but the exact 
amount of sinking was hard to 
reckon. 


The Flying Enterprise, en route 


from Hamburg to New York, ran 
into a Christmas hurricane and 
suffered a deck crack Dec. 27. 
The passengers and crew aban- 
doned ship Dec. 28, but Carlsen 
insisted on staying aboard.

President Truman proposed 
to congress today that it join 
him in an election year armis- 
tice on "political fights" which 
might endanger the national 
interest at a time when all 
men walk "in the shadow of 
a third world war." 


He declared "we are moving 


through a perilous time" with 
Soviet Russia steadily in- 
creasing its armed might, and 
"all of us—Republicans and 
Democrats alike—all of us are 
Americans; and we are going 
to sink or swim together." 


"The United States and 
the 


whole free 
world are 
passing 


through a period of grave dan- 
ger," he said. 


"Every action you take here ii 


congress, and every action I take 
as president," Mr. Truman told a 
joint meeting of senators and rep- 
resentatives, "must be measured 
ngainst the test of 
whether it 


helps to meet that danger." 


"Gr«it Responsibility" 


"We have a great responsibil- 


ity to conduct our political flghU 
in a manner that does not harm 
the national interest." 


In a "State of the Union" mes- 


sage, delivered in person in the 
house chamber, the president left 
open the question of how much, 
If any, new increases in taxes he 
will ask 
In his 
economic 
and 


budget messages. 


He said only that the country 


must have "high taxes" over the 
next few years and that they 
must be "shared among the peo- 
ple, as fairly PS •possible."

119 hi Mine 


SPRINGFIELD— (A P) —State 


and federal investigators are un- 
able to eay exactly what set off 
the Dec. 21 West Frankfort mine 
explosion that killed 119 men. 


They think it might have been 


a spark from machinery or an 
electric drill, or flame from a 
match or cigaret lighter. 


Whatever 
it was, spark v or 


• ijame, they say it touched off an 


explosion of heavy accumulations 
of methane, or marsh gas, which, 
in turn, exploded pockets of coal 
gas. 


State Mines Director Walter 


Eadie and the Bureau of Mines in 
Washington issued simultaneous 
reports yesterday 
on the pre- 


Christmas blast in the Orient No. 
2 mine of the Chicago, Wilming- 
-tpn and Franklin Coal Co. 


Includes Recommendations 


Eadie's report included a num- 


ber of recommendations to pre- 
vent similar catastrophies hereaft- 
er. The federal investigators list- 
ed several conditions in the mine 
which they said were responsible 
for the disaster. 


The federal report was prepared 


by six experts who made a detail- 
ed study of the mine, after the 
Vlast. 
They said the following 


conditions contributed to the ex- 
plosion: 
m 


"1. An inadequate ventilating 


system. 
No provision had been 


made at the time of the disaster 
to keep abandoned areas free from 
accumulations of exploding gas. 


"2. The operation of non-permis- 


sible electrical equipment which is 
capable of igniting gas. 


Dust Present 


9 "3. The presence of large ac- 
cumulations of fine coal dust of 
an explosive nature created by 
mining operations. This coal dust, 
principally along roadways, was 
not removed from the mine or 
rendered inert by the application 
of sufficient rock dust." 


The federal report said the gas 


explosion most likely was touch- 
ed off by a spark from an electric 
drill or shuttle car. It said matches 
^r cigaret lighters were not found 
in the area. 


The state summation, 
while 


agreeing a spark of some sort 
might have set off the blast, said 
also that a miner lighting a cig- 
aret might have been responsible.

Litviuov's Passing Recalls 
Days of East-West Accord 


Not often have we Americans any cause to regret the 


passing 6f a top Russian Communist figure. 
But we may 


properly mourn the death of Maxim Litvinov as almost the 
solitary symbol in the Soviet Union of a once better day in 
East-West relations. 


For a decade, from 1929 to 1939, he was the Kremlin's 


foreign minister. In that span, Russia emerged from its iso- 
lationist cocoon, gained general diplomatic recognition for 
its revolutionary regime, won a seat in the old League of 
Nations. 


Litvinov was a decisive promoter of all these develop- 


ments and when he moved onto the League scene at Geneva 
in the mid-1930's, he became a bulwark of support for the 
old Allied dpctrine of collective security. 


'With militant Japan, Germany and finally Italy bolting 


the League in the thirties, Litvinov's activities helped the 
stunned democracies to keep hopes of peace alive. 


But the League never had had the courage or capacity 


to act in real crisis, and Litvinov did not give it that.

By the time of Munich in 1938, Geneva was virtually dead 


as a center of peace-making effort. The spotlight had shifted 
back to personal diplomacy. 


Chamberlain, Daladier, Hitler and Mussolini met to hack 


off a sizable portion of Czechoslovakia. 


Litvinov's usefulness plainly was at an end when Hitler 


seized Prague and began threatening gestures toward Po- 
land. " To any realist, it was evident Hitler was not to be 
dissuaded from the path of conquest. 


Stalin, hoping to buy the Nazi dictator off, or at least to 


buy time, made ready to conclude his infamous deal with Ger- 
many. Litvinov was shelved.

There he stayed, until Hitler destroyed the pact between 


the two nations by attacking the Russians with full force in 
June, 1941. 
At that moment, Russia felt desperately in 


need .of allies, particularly of one ally, America, which could 
provide "heavy assistance. 


Litvinov,-the old friend of the West, was resurrected and 


made ambassador to the U. S., where he served for two criti- 
cal years, 
fromt 


Through the war he still was prominently heard 


But in 1946 the Iron Curtain descended -and Litvinov 


faded into near oblivion.' Molotov, arch-obstructionist, sym- 
bol of hostility-to the West, became foreign minister.

Litvinov served, of course, only in those periods when 


the policies and contacts he was adept at shaping were suited 
to the Kremlin's general goals. Those were times of'Russian 
fear and weakness, first when the Nazi menace began to be 
understood in the thirties, then when Hitler's hordes were 
battering down the gates. 


Yet many Western statesmen are convinced Litvinov, an 


old Bolshevik who could afford the luxury of being at least 
partly himself, really believed in the policies he advocated. 


They felt him as nearly a true friend of the West as could 


be found in Ktissia. More, they thought he talked the lan- 
guage of the West, and so could meet their minds. And, 
lastly, they judged him to be a genuine human being. 


With his death at 75, when again can the West hope for 


a Russian who is all or even half those things? 


The Kremlin seems convinced today that no one under 


its sway can be any of them—believer in world cooperation, 
friend of the West, thinker of Western thoughts, human be- 
ing—and still be a good Soviet citizen*

Many Americans like to blame the high cost of living on 


the middleman. They note the gap between the price of cat- 
tle and the price of steak, the price of wheat and the price of 
bread, the price of lumber and the price of houses. 


Prices go up, they say, when raw material costs go up 


but don't come down as much when raw material costs come 
down. And they point at the middleman.

But today some defenders appear. They hint that the 


trouble may lie with your champagne appetite. They say that 
a wealthy country demands, and can pay for, the services and 
conveniences the middleman provides over and above the 
commodities themselves. •

Middlemen are those who process the raw materials, 


transport them, wrap them the way you like, deliver them 
where and when you want them, keep them in stock to suit 


. your convenience. Through their salesmen and advertising 


men, they create a desire for their goods, either as a general 
product or a particular brand. This desire, they contend, is 
in large part responsible for the huge market and production 
totals that give Americans the highest standards of living in 
the world. 
•

• 


Rising standards of living also account for much of the 


higher costs of housing, another economist notes. Prof. Kent 
Baker of the University of Toronto, writing in the current 
issue of the Review of the Society of Residential Appraisers, 
says that in 1900 heating, plumbing and other interior equip- 
ment was only 15 per cent of the total cost of building a 
house. Now it is 40 per cent. So that the use of more eco- 
nomical materials and advanced methods of construction 
doesn t necessarily mean too much saving on the total cost.

Pegler Visits SHAPE Headquarters Where Gen. 


Eisenhower Tries to Mold Defense.

PARIS — Supreme headquarters of the allied powers in Europe 


s a one-story building with wings which run out from spine-like 
ribs on the skeleton of a perch. It is about as pretty as a brick, 
ut it is the heart of a belated and thus far r/uny effort of the civil- 
zed nations to redee'm the reckless follies of Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
arry Hopkins and a few other supercilious adenturers who struck 
own the two mortal enemies of Soviet Russia and then conveniently 
led. Whatever satisfaction one may derive from the knowledge that 
hese frivolous men deserve the blame for the pres- 
nt predicament of western civilization at the 
mercy of Soviet Russia, the fact remains that the 
Jnited States is now irrevocably committed to a 
remendous effort to amass enough strength to 
eter Russia from starting that war. 


General D\vight D. Eisenhower, who had re- 


red and was 'looking forward to an easy life of 
eading and some petty farming, Is back in his 
oldier suit in a small office in this half-pint 
cntagoh working for the future of three grand- 
hildren who personify the problem to him. He

may never retire again. It has been said that he never did see any 
ense in going back over the past and nurturing old hatreds, which 
s a reference to the responsibility of those who gave Russia the 
nitiative and the veto power over our future. Clearly, however, he 
olds that political decisions were at fault and were out of his 
rovince.

He is planning forward, but admittedly we are at Russia's mercy 


ecause if Russia should start that war and even if our side won 
military victory, that victory would be an introduction to economic 
ind political disaster, for then we would have repudiation of debt 
nd .our way or system of life would dissolve. This is no new way 


>t putting it, but when such, decisions go up on the board you know 
hey are now official and make your adjustments accordingly. 


The hope of this headquarters, eleven miles from the heart of 


>aris, is that the western natiofts can bring things into balance so 
hat Russia won't start it. If France and Britain were not com- 
iclled by Soviet instigation to fight difficult and very expensive 
mall wars in Indo-China and .Malaya, the military strength they are 
exerting there and the money they are forced to spend from 'their 
poveity would permit an array of force in Western Europe which 
ivould be close to equality in strength, if not in numbers. All men- 
.ion of Moslem hatred of the western world is muted and off the 
record, except tho conclusion that it would.be very much nicer if 
,hey liked us better and let us hope that sweet reason will replace 
nsensate wrath. 


Eisenhower believes the Ameri- 


can people have put aside the 
question of responsibility for the 
mismanagement of victory and are 
jolitically more mature than any 
other people in the world. 


I could write you a much more 


lluminating account of a long in- 
terview with this man from my 
first meeting with him but for the 
necessity of interpreting remarks 
instead of quoting them straight. 


He is a robust man with a 


strong \jpice and a voluble manner 
of using it, and the burden of his 
talk is that if we agree that no 
single nation can defend itself 
alone against Russia then the 
safety of the world depends on an 
alliance in Europe which can ad- 
just both its economy and its fight- 
ing forces. 


This is about the gist of the 


present plans of th'e continental 
nations to abandon competition and 
join in close political and economic 
unions. The difficulties of uniting 
Belgium and Holland, for instance, 
all were created by man and there- 
fore man should be able to con- 
quer them. I tried him on unions, 
understanding that, he had jn the 
past expressed a strong opinion 
that unions in our country were 
still crying baby but acting the 
part of hoodlums and dishonoring 
their obligations, but he asked my 
ideas instead. Particularly whether 
I opposed unions altogether. No, 
I told him, but pointed out that 
whereas one man nlonc had per- 
sonal ro.sponsibility under criminal 
penalties not to violate certain 
laws, the same man, acting through 


a union as one of a thousand men 
would claim the right to violate 
the same law a thousandfold and 
violate the rights of other men 
just as good if not better. 


This was inching close to politi- 


cal ground which I had decided 
ffot to tread upon, believing he 
would make his announcement 
when he was ready. Incidentally, a 
little while before, a ten-year-old 
kid had shown up with his mother 
in a typically hokcd up publicity 
hassle, originating in New York, 
in which Eisenhower was supposed 
to make his political announcement 
to the little boy. There was a flur- 
ry of consternation which con- 
sumed the time of three generals 
and a colonel for half an hour 
which was solved, I understand, by 
a greeting from General Eisenhow- 
er as an old Eagle Scout to an 
Eagle Scout on the active list. This 
is a sample of the lunacy that men 
with better things to do have to 
contend with in the name of public 
relations, and they all sccmcc 
pleased that they hadn't alienated 
the Eagle Scouts. 


I asked Eisenhower it he had 


seen the report that Emil Ma7.ey 
and Joe Curran had announced at 
the "CIO convention in New York 
that he wasn't acceptable to them 
as the presidential candidate. He

Mentally Retailed Present 
Complicated Problems 


L. V. brings up the question of 


mental development. She says: 
What age of mind does a 28-year- 
old woman have with an I.Q. of 
68 ? Docs she have a fully develop- 
ed mind and can'she be expected 
to finshhigh school?" 


Sadly, the answer Is that this 


woman does not have a fully de- 
veloped mind, and almost certainly 
cannot finish high school. 


The problem of the imperfectly 


developed mind, or the mentally 
retarded, is a serious one. There 
are supposed to be about one and 
one-half million citizens .of the 
United States who are mentally 
retarded, about one-tenth of whom 
are in special training schools or 
other institutions. 
* 


The problem is a complicated 


one and only a little of it can be 
explained in this column. 


The ability to learn is expressed 


as the Intelligence q u o t i e n t or 
"I.Q." It is usually figured by 
dividing the mental age (as cal- 
culated from one or more intelli- 
gence tests), by the actual age of 
the child and multiplying the re- 
sult by 100. 


Thus, If a six-year-old child has 


a mental age of three, the intelli- 
gence quotient would be called 50; 
if on the other hand a child of nine 
has the "intelligence" of a child of 
twelve, the intelligence quotient 
would be 133. 


Parents are often inclined to pay 


too much attention to the results, 
especially when they are only a 
few points above or below the 
average. 


However, children who h a v e 


been given adequate intelligence 
testing with results below 80 or 
thereabouts, must be considered to 
be so far back of their fellows that 
they belong in the mentally re- 
tarded groups. 
THREE SUB-NORMAL GROUPS 


The true idiot which is at the 


bottom of the scale, will always 


require institutional care and can- 
not be educated in school subjects. 


The next lowest group, or imbe- 


cile group, can do somewhat b«^" 
ter and perform simple household 
tasks, like dusting, but cannot be 
well educated in school subjects. 


Above these two lower groups 


are the less seriously 
retarded 


children, who under favorable con- 
ditions, can be taught to learn how 
to support themselves in simple 
occupations but who do not go far 
in the school work, usually not be- 
yond the elementary grades. 
£ 


At present the problem of -re- 


tarded mental development is prin- 
cipally to decide how much' the 
subnormal youngster or adult can 
learn, and to choose intelligently 
the life work which fits the mental 
possibilities best.

The Professor Offers Some 
Tips on Fishing Through Ice 


SPRINGFIELD—(AP)—A University of Illinois physical educa- 


tion instructor who teaches two courses in fishing is sold on angling 
through the ice. 


Thomas Krizan says it beats 


summer angling because you can 
keep tackle to a bare minimum; 
because you dont* need a boat to 
cover the water and because win- 
ter-caught fish are firmer and 
tastier. 


Here's a list of equipment he 


suggests for the beginner at the 
winter sports: 


Use Ice Chisel 


An ice chisel (made of a sharp- 


ened car spring welded to a half- 
inch bar handle) to cut the hole 
in the ice and a household soup 
strainer to serve as an ice scoop. 


For shallow water fishing use 


the usual summer rig with a wil- 
low stick. 


In deeper water, a pole with a 


spike in the end to poke in the ice 
and a size E or F fly line with a 
four loot nylon leader, hook and 
heavy sinker is a common tackle 
combination. 


"You 
need a heavy sinker in 


greater depths to get your line 
down, resulting in a large bobber. 
The bobber should be balance so 
that nine tenths of it is under 
water so you can detect the slight- 
est'nibble," he says. 


Bait a Problem 


"Getting the bait appears to be 


the hardest part of the actual ice 
fishing," says Krizan, "but it need 
not be, for you have a variety of 
baits to choose from. All of them 
can be secured during the fall or 
winter months." 


He recommends trying the bait 


dealers, who usually have minnows 
and may have five or six kinds of 
winter fish food. 


"Success in ice fishing is best 


accomplished when you fish in a 
party, number unlimited," he says. 
"Fish move about considerably in 
winter in search of food and oxy- 
Ken, and before you hook them 
you must find them. 


Should Spread Out 


"It's best to spread out when 


first starting In the morning, hav- 
ing individuals fish over weed 
beds, deep hole, shallow water,

of birds m extreme winter weather, 


One, notably Ohio's division of 


wildlife, warns that such feeding 
may make birds depend upon the 
human hand. Withdrawal of the 
food suddenly may cause a greater 
mortality than if the feeding had 
never been started. 


Ohio also encourages the spring 


planting of permanent natural sup- 
plies of food bearing growths for 
winter use of the birds.

Soviet Move 
To Scuttle 
Peace Loses 


PARIS — (AP)— The United 


Nations political committee today 
smothered a Soviet attempt to 
force Korean truce negotiations to 
be taken up by a special high-level 
meeting of the Security council. 


The vote was 50 to 6 with 11 ab- 


stentions. 


The 60-nation committee agreed, 


however, to recommend the holding 
of a special security council meet- 
ing — with delegates of 
foreign 


minister or similar rank — to dis- 
cuss world tensions. 


It knocked out the Soviet bloc

To'Burial

19-year-old 


Negro soldier killed in action in 
Korea June 3, will be buried with 
military honors in a Phoenix ceme- 
tery. 


The board of trustees of Green- 


wood Memorial park gave consent 
to the burial after the body of 
Private Reed had lain in a local 
mortuary since Nov. 28. 


The cemetery ig owned by Ari- 


zona Lodge No. 2, Free and Ac- 
cepted Masons. 


Private Reed's father asked that 


his son be buried in the veterans' 
section of the cemetery. But he 
rebelled against the cemetery's 
rule under which special letters 
of request for Negro burials had 
to be secured from three veterans 
organizations. 


The cemetery board 
held a 


special meeting at which it was 
voted to require proof of military 
status of all veterans buried in 
the cemetery, this proof to be sup- 
plied by a committee representing 
all the veterans' organizations in 
the city. 


The previous ruling had applied 


only to Negro veterans. 


Board members said proof of 


military service is necessary be- 
cause of the reduced price afford- 
ed by the cemetery for the burial 
of veterans. ' 


Actual time of Private Reed's 


burial now awaits the assembling 
of a firing squad and other de- 
rails.
